Cancer  Mortality 

Again  this  year  the  overall  cancer  mortality  has  remained 
almost  static.  This  year  there  were  65  deaths  from  all  forms 
of  cancer,  ec|uivalent  to  15.4%  of  all  deaths  (14.3%  in  1968). 
Once  again  it  seems  relevant  to  point  out  the  importance  of 
cigarette  smoking  as  a cau.sativc  factor  in  cancer  of  the  lung 
and  bronchus,  which  was  responsible  for  over  20%  of  all 
cases  of  deaths  from  cancer  in  the  area.

Diseases  of  the  Heart 

Last  year  I pointed  out  how  serious  the  incidence  of 
Coronary  Heart  Disease  was.  The  incidence  in  the  Border 
R.D.C.  was  significantly  higher  statistically  than  the  national 
incidence.  Regrettably  this  year  it  has  not  shown  any  im- 
provement, the  incidence  having  in  fact  increased  from  27.9% 
of  all  deaths  to  28.8%.  The  tragic  fact  of  this  illness  is  that  it 
kills  so  many  middle  aged  men,  thus  depriving  the  family  of 
the  breadwinner.  Again  I must  reiterate  that  the  consumption 
of  a diet  rich  in  animal  fal  is  known  to  play  a considerable 
part  in  causing  this  disease.  The  slim  have  a far  better 
chance  of  avoiding  it  and  we  should  all  watch  our  weight 
Housewives  often  watch  their  own  weight;  they  must  learn 
to  watch  their  husband’s  as  well.

Pasteurised  Milk 

I wrote  last  year  of  Brucellosis,  as  the  known  cases  of 
the  human  disease  in  this  area  are  very  much  higher  than  the 
National  average.  Fortunately  new  legislation  will  eventually 
make  accreditation  of  cattle  compulsory  and  in  time  this 
should  eradicate  the  disease.  In  terms  of  the  human  popula- 
tion this  will  be  a very  considerable  gain  on  health  grounds. 
From  the  farmers'  viewpoint  any  hardship  incurred  will  be 
amply  rewarded  by  long  term  gains. 

In  the  meantime  the  disease  is  still  with  us.  Not  only 
that  but  cattle  also  can  and  do  carry  a large  variety  of  the 
Salmonella  or  Food  Poisoning  organisms,  any  of  which  can 
be  passed  to  humans  by  drinking  the  milk  of  an  infected 
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beast.  Pasteurisation  is  a method  of  treating  milk  whereby 
all  such  organisms  are  destroyed  before  reaching  the  con- 
sumer. Regrettably  in  Cumberland  a great  deal  of  milk 
reaches  the  consumer  untreated. 

It  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  that  the  old  belief 
‘ milk  fresh  from  the  cow  is  best  for  you  ’ is  rubbish.  The 
plain  fact  is  that  such  milk  is  always  a potential  hazard.  If 
the  consumer  would  insist  on  pasteurised  milk  and  if  necessary 
change  his  supplier  in  order  to  obtain  it,  it  would  not  be  long 
before  normal  economic  pressures  ensured  that  it  was  the  only 
kind  available.

SEWERAGE 

Newtown  and  Irthington  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Completion  of  this  work  was  in  December,  1968.  follow- 
ing which  connections  to  properties  in  Newtown  have  been 
made  in  1969. 

Wetheral  and  Great  Corby  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Work  of  improving  existing  system  was  started  in  1969 
together  with  the  provision  of  a complete  new  treatment  plant. 
Completion  of  the  work  is  not  expected  before  mid  1970. 

Heads  Nook  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Work  on  this  scheme  started  in  February,  1969,  and 
completed  by  October.  1969.  Connections  have  been  avail- 
able since  then. 


Walton  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  new  scheme  of  drainage  was  completed  by  the  end 
of  1968.  It  was,  however,  necessary  for  existing  house  drain- 
age arrangements  to  be  rearranged  and  this  was  completed 
by  June,  1969,  since  when  the  new  system  has  operated  satis- 
factorily. 


Brampton — Sewer  Extension  for  Housing  Development 

This  work  was  completed  by  June,  1969,  in  time  to  allow 
new  housing  as  completed  being  occupied  without  delay. 


Cumwhitton  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

A scheme  has  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Minis- 
try towards  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Longtown  Sewerage 

An  outline  scheme  for  a small  industrial  site  was  largely 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Several  schemes  which  it  was  thought  may  have  pro- 
gressed but  have  been  held  up  for  one  reason  or  another 
include  Cargo,  Gilsland,  Marker,  Smithfield,  but  it  is  antici- 
pated that  progress  thereon  will  show  in  1970. 

Additionally,  other  schemes  under  consideration  include 
Boustead  Hill,  Longburgh,  Burgh-by-Sands,  Beaumont,  Kirk- 
andrews,  Moorhouse,  Carleton  and  Brampton.

For  the  Year  Ending  31st  December,  1969 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  1969.  Considerable 
progress  was  made  last  year  in  the  housing  field,  especially 
in  the  provision  of  new  houses.  This  should  now  continue 
for  some  time.  Much  greater  interest  has  been  shown  in 
improvement  grants  since  the  Housing  Act,  1969  came  into 
force,  bringing  in  much  bigger  grants.  It  is  anticipated  that 
the  coming  years  will  show  many  more  houses  being  im- 
proved. In  the  closure  or  demolition  of  unfit  houses  there 
was  also  a welcome  improvement. 

Again  I wish  to  thank  the  Council  for  the  support  they 
have  given  me,  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  and  Housing 
Department  for  their  loyalty  and  hard  work. 

HOUSING 


New  Building

The  84  houses  built  by  the  Council  compri.sed  5 on  a 
small  site  at  Longtown  and  79  on  the  Gelt  Road  Estate  at 
Brampton.  10  were  1 bedroomed  houses  for  the  elderly. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  34  were  under  construction  at 
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Brampton  and  a tender  had  been  accepted  for  a further  100 
at  Millriggs,  Corby  Hill. 

Eleven  empty  houses  at  Brampton  were  purchased  from 
the  Ministry  of  Technology  and  formed  a welcome  addition 
to  the  housing  pool. 

Progress  at  present  can  be  considered  quite  satisfactory 
but  looking  ahead,  land  will  be  required  for  future  building 
in  3 to  4 years  time.

Most  of  the  houses  are  isolated  country  cottages  and  there  are 
few  blocks  of  unfit  houses  left  in  the  district.

In  addition  to  new  families  housed,  24  families  were 
transferred  to  accommodation  more  suitable  to  their  needs. 
All  transfers  were  made  on  a voluntary  basis.  . 

During  the  Spring  of  1969  a review  of  the  Housing 
waiting  list  was  carried  out.  It  is  found  necessary  to  do 
this  from  time  to  time  and  every  3 years  all  applicants  arc 
invited  to  re-register.  It  was  found  that  on  the  1st  April 
there  were  522  applicants  of  which  408  lived  within  the 
district.  The  Council  has  not  adopted  a narrow  attitude  in 
respect  of  applicants  outside  the  district  but  it  must  be 
recognised  that  our  first  duty  is  to  residents  in  the  district 
and  of  the  408  applications  in  this  category  there  are  151  in  the 
priority  classes,  i.e.  in  unfit  houses  without  separate  houses 
or  overcrowded  by  reason  of  shortage  of  bedrooms.  The 
number  in  the  priority  classes  has  been  slowly  but  steadily 
declining  over  the  years  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  houses  now 
under  construction  will  effect  a more  rapid  reduction  in  these 
figures  in  the  next  two  years.  The  very  fact  that  we  are 
building  on  a larger  scale,  however,  does  in  itself  engender 
many  more  applications  especially  from  people  outside  the 
district  and  the  situation  must  be  watched  almost 
continuously.  The  importance  lies  in  the  question  of  Council 
policy  in  the  acquisition  of  land  for  new  housing  and  the 
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concurrent  expenditure  on  extended  services  such  as 
sewerage,  water  etc.  So  long  as  there  was  a big  stortage 
of  houses  there  was  no  limit  to  building,  but  we  may  be 
approaching  the  stage  when  young  people  newly  married 
are  able  to  rent  a house  in  a comparatively  short  time  and 
people  from  other  parts  of  the  country  can  move  to  jobs  in 
this  area  in  the  knowledge  of  being  able  secure  housing 
accommodation.  This,  I think,  must  be  our  aim,  but  we 
are  so  conditioned  by  years  of  grave  housing  shortages  to 
almost  accept  that  state  as  being  normal.  A situation  in 
which  houses  are  freely  available  requires  new  attitudes  and 
techniques. 

I would  like  to  make  reference  to  “problem”  families. 
They  create  work  out  of  all  proportion  to  their  numbers 
which  are  not  more  than  1 % of  our  tenants.  It  is  likely 
that  we  will  always  have  families  in  our  houses  with  .social 
problems  and  I mu.st  pay  tribute  to  the  continuing  help  our 
staff  get  from  the  Welfare  and  Children’s  Officers  of  the 
Cumberland  County  Council  and  from  the  N.S.P.C.C. 

PUBLIC  HEALIH 

Forty-six  Informal  Notices  were  served  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts  and  9 Statutory  Notices. 

These  notices  are  almost  all  in  connection  with  nuisances 
from  drainage  or  offensive  accumulations.  Despite  the  pro- 
gress made  in  sewering  of  villages  the  problem  of  pollution 
is  always  present  and  likely  to  be  in  an  area  where  there  are 
many  small  and  scattered  communities. 

CARAVANS 

Twelve  sites  were  licen.sed  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act  during  the  year. 

Three  sites  for  a total  of  36  caravans  are  for  holiday 
or  touring  and  the  remainder  are  for  single  residential  cara- 
vans. 

In  addition  to  the  above  approximately  60  caravans 
are  sited  within  the  district  housing  Motorway  personnel. 
It  is  expected  the  majority  of  these  wilt  leave  during  1970/71. 
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rhcrc  is  a serious  sliortage  of  sites  in  the  district 
cx|x:cially  for  the  holiday  maker  and  the  overnight  tourist, 
with  the  result  that  in  the  holiday  season  there  is  a great 
deal  of  parking  on  roadside  verges  and  lay-bys,  frequently 
with  attendant  litter  problems  The  Council  resolved  there- 
fore to  pursue  an  active  policy  of  encouraging  caravan  sites, 
if  necessary  purchasing  land  which  could  be  leased  to 
operators.  These  sites  wouid  be  mainly  in  the  Northern 
and  Eastern  parts  of  the  district.  It  is  aimed  to  find  sites 
for  400  caravans. 

There  are  several  possible  locations  to  be  explored,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  an  enlightened  view  will  be  taken  by  all 
authorities  concerned.  The  advent  of  the  IV1.6  motorway 
will  make  this  district  rcadiiy  accessible  to  large  industrial 
populations,  many  of  whom  will  be  looking  for  leisure 
pursuits  away  from  the  overcrowded  more  traditional  holiday 
areas. 


SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT 

There  were  5 dealers  registered  at  the  1st  .January,  1969. 
and  2 applications  were  received  during  the  year. 
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CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT 


Several  useful  exercises  were  earried  out  during  the 
year  in  the  cleaning  up  of  unlawful  dumps,  but  a great  deal 
more  requires  to  be  done  and  it  is  doubtful  if  the  Council 
have  the  neeessary  staff  and  plant  to  deal  with  the  larger 
problems,  and  eonsiderable  expenditure  will  be  incurred  in 
hiring  Contractors. 

Soi  far  the  public  have  shown  very  little  response  to  the 
publicity  regarding  dumping  of  littei  because  new 
accumulations  appear  all  the  time.  The  staff  of  my  depart- 
ment will  help  all  members  of  the  public  with  problems  of 
disposal  of  bulky  items  and  there  is  no  need  for  these 
clandestine  expeditions  to  quiet  lanes  and  woodlands. 

Obviously  many  years  of  patient  effort  is  required  in 
this  field. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Two  significant  developments  took  place  this  year  in 
the  field  of  refuse  collection.  Firstly  the  Council  decided 
to  experiment  in  a paper  sack  system.  Two'  villages  forming 
a day’s  collection  round  (Wetheral  and  Scotby)  together  with 
a new  housing  estate  at  Brampton  were  chosen  to  form  a 
pilot  scheme  and  three  different  types  of  sack  holders  in- 
stalled. About  800  properties  are  involved.  It  is  still  too 
soon  to  make  a full  evaluation  of  the  running  of  the  scheme, 
but  the  indications  were  that  the  public  appreciated  the 
benefits  of  the  system.  The  attitude  of  the  collecting  staff 
is  more  difficult  to  define,  but  it  cannot  be  said  that  they 
appreciated  the  improvements  and  rather  they  preferred  the 
speed  of  a kerbside  collection. 

Secondly  at  the  end  of  the  year  a start  was  made  with  a 
work  study  on  the  collecting  staff  by  a team  from  the 
Management  Services  Unit  of  the  County  Council.  It  is 
confidently  expected  that  this  very  detailed  study  will  bene- 
fit the  Council  by  showing  where  ecnornies  can  be  made  by 
improved  organisation  of  the  collecting  schedules.

The  cost  of  this  service  shows  a marked  increase  on  the 
previous  year.  Part  of  this  is  in  the  substantial  increase  in 
wages  and  vehicle  costs.  The  latter  includes  the  cost  of 
replacing  one  vehicle  which  will  be  obsolete  because  of 
Ministry  of  Transport  Regulations  by  1972.  Further  replace- 
ments are  necessary  in  the  future.  Part  of  the  cost  of  course 
is  due  to  capital  outlay  and  running  costs  of  setting  up  a 
pilot  paper  sack  scheme.  The  costs  of  such  a system  must 
be  weighed  very  carefully  but  so  far  as  the  public  is  concerned 
it  may  well  be  that  the  improved  service  is  worth  the  additional 
expenditure. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

New  public  conveniences  were  opened  at  Longtown 
during  the  year.  Apart  from  local  needs,  it  was  intended  to 
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cater  for  the  tourist  traffic  which  is  very  heavy  at  Longtown. 
The  County  Council  gave  a grant  of  £1,000  towards  the  cost, 
because  of  this  function.  The  building  designed  and  equipped 
after  a great  deal  of  re.search  cost  about  £7,500. 

A start  was  made  with  new  conveniences  at  Dalston 
which  are  more  modest  in  scale  but  nevertheless  to  the  same 
high  standard.
